From this point at the case packer, Paul 
Drumm has seen Burkhardt’s start in all 
directions to meet its thousands of customers 
at every point of the compass.

UNDULANT FEVER 
MOUNTS RAPIDLY 


60 Times As Prevalent As 


It Was 20 Years Ago 


By Thf Annodated Pre** 
RAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19— Un­ 
dulant fever now is 6<i times as 
prevalent as it was 20 years ago 
when it first became a reportable 
disease, Dr. James H. Steele of 
Atlanta. Ga., chief veterinarian of 
the l \ S. Public Health Service, 
reports. 
This disease now is one of the 
“big three” which affect both ani­ 
mal and man, Dr. Steele said in a 
patter before the American Veter- 
inary 
Medical 
Association. 
The 
other two he named as sleeping 
sickness and rabies. 
There were fewer than IOO cases 
of undulant fever reported in 1!»2S. 
Last year, more than 6 OOO human 
cases were reported, he said. 
t ndulant fever, sometimes call­ 
ed brut ellosis, malta fever or milk 
fever, is caused by a microbe which 
is picked up by cows and other 
animals. It can he passed to hu­ 
mans in a raw milk, but the great 
percentage 
of 
human 
infections 
come from direct contact with ani­ 
mals, Dr. Steele said. 
Dr. I. A. Merchant of Iowa State 
College said the veterinary profes­ 
sion could eradicate the disease. 
He said the veterinarians also are 
working to curb bovine mastitis, a 
disease which also can be responsi­

Cleveland Trust Warns All 


Governmental Policies 


Must Form Pattern

CLEVELAND. Aug. 19 — T h e 
governm ent’s attack on inflation is 
inconsistent with some of its own 
policies, the Cleveland T ru st Co. 
says. 
The 
company, 
in 
its 
monthly 
business bulletin, says that “ if any 
anti-inflation program is to be ef­ 
fective, all policies of the govern­ 
ment should be co-ordinated and 
directed toward that end”. 
“T here is inconsistency between 
the desire to curb inflation and 
the existing governmental policies, 
w hatever their merit, of support­ 
ing the prices of agricultural prod­ 
ucts, encouraging easy 
mortgage 
money through guaranteed loans, 
keeping interest rates low by sup-, 
porting 
the 
prices 
of 
treasury 
bonds and spending a good deal; 
more than ought to be required 
for necessary purposes under maxi­ 
mum operating efficiency." 
Cleveland T rust says the ''basic 
factor” 
behind 
rising prices 
has 
been th e expansion of purchasing 
power at a faster rate than pro­ 
duction. Price Controls or ration­ 
ing would not “ In them selves . . . 


add to production or reduce poten­ 
tial purchasing power", the com-, 
pany says. 
The company reiterated its ob­ 
servations that the current boom 
is being continued by unfilled or­ 
ders in important heavy goods in­ 
dustries 
and 
inflated 
purchasing 
power. 
“ But when the backlog of orders 
finally has been worked off." It 
says, “ the price element will be­ 
come considerably m ore important 
in the individual's decision as to 
w hether to buy or not to buy."
